There s no question nbout the east-
ern oyster seed thriving and growing
to be a fine oyster In the waters of
Yaquina. The experimént was mode
In 1896, when 25 barrels wepe secured
and planted on the grounds in front of
Oyster Clty. These, In three or four
years, made thelr full growth (an
average of about flve Inches in length);
since then they have simply thickened
in shell. They have spawned every
year, but the spat succumbs to ad-
verse conditions of Its new habltat
commonly supposed to be on account
of the cold water or the sudden change
in the temperature of the water. At
any mte Yaquina bay, like Willapa
or Shoalwater bay, is apparently not
adapted to the propagation of this spe-
cles of oyster, BSeveral experiments
were made to catch and preserve the
spat by State Blologlst Washburn dur-
ing his term of office, but all to no
avall., Now another attempt ls belng
made by the Yaquina Bay Oyster Com-
pany, assisted by State Bologist
Sweetser. This time a pond has been
provided and the flow of water regu-
lated by flood gates, By admitting the
water from the bay at favorable times,
they are in hopeés of keeping the water
In the pond at or near the desired tem-
perature. This experimental work was
arranged through the request of John
D. Wilcox, president of the company.
The matter was before the board at its
last meeting, and, complying with in-
structions relatlve thereto, I Immedi-
utely took the matter up with the state
blologist, and after visiting the situ-
atlon and going over the muatter per-
sonally with him and Mr, Wilcox, we
arranged for and had 900 of the old
oysters taken from thelr beds and
moved to the new pond by George
King, has had the Immediate care and
attention of them ever since they were
planted In 1896, and in regard thereto
Mr, King reports the matter of trans-
planting as follows:

"My Dear Sir: In compliance with
your request 1 herewith submit re-
port in regard to eastern oysters.

"By order from state blologlsat, and
a request from you, 1 delivered to the
Yaquina Bay Oyster Company May 22
two Dbarrels of eastern oysters that
were planted here by the general govs
ernment In 1898 for experimental pur-
poses, These two barrels welghed 400
pounds net, and contained about 900
oysters, These oysters are for experl-
mental purposes and are planted In an
artificial pond constructed by the
Yaquina Bay Oyster Company, and
gituated on what s known here as
Caffery's island.

“This Ils s remarkably late season;
the oysters as yet show no signs of
immediate spawning, | shall move
my breeding float further up the river
after the water gets warmer,

The blologist and myself went down

this morning and examined the new
seed oysters that were planted in front
of Yaquina by this new company two
wooks ngo yosterday (May 19). They
are looking all right and a greal many
have already made a full one-elghth
of an inch growth—this Is o fine sign
I think that they will do well If prop-
erly taken care of. It will take some
time, of course, to got the ground In
shape, and a good foundation laid and
proper wind and swell fences bulit.
“Mr. Sweetser and 1 went down to
the pond twice today—at both high
and low water, He left Instructions as
to how It should be managed by brush
and for spat catchers, and I hepe that
they will get some results. The tem-
peratures In the bay are running very
low, with cold, raw nights which are
not very favorable to oyster spawnlng.
If anything of Interest turns up I will
notity you.

Siuslaw River Hatchery Station,

In order to remedy matters on the

Siuslaw river and to assure the de-
partment of a succensful take of eggs
thers on that river svery year, I have
ngaln bent over the situation, and after
muking a very thorough examination
of the maln river from Wildeal creek
down to Mapleton, and of the Lake
creek fork from Its confluence with the
Siuslaw up to the mouth of Desadwood
ecreek, and of the North fork from ite
confluence with the Blusiaw to the
head of tide, 1 have concluded to re-
verse matters this year and do our
work on the Lake creek fork instead
of on the main river,
During the past (wo years we have
been doing experimental work on the
malin river about five miles above the
mouth of Lake creek, and have main-
tained a rack across this Lake creek
fork so as to stop the salmon from
ascending It and force them, if pos-
sible, to go on up the maln river.
Working the stream in this way has
been falrly successful, but nothing like
what we desire of it. Owing to the
freshets that set In very early In the
fall, It has been Impossible to main-
taln A permanent rack long ono.uh to
be amsured of a good lake of the
Chinook eggs. And in regard to the
sllverside variety, It has been utterly
impossible to maintaln the racks long
enough to be assured of getling any
at all. ‘This coming season we will
reverse matters and move our station
up on the Lake creek fork about five
miles from s confluence with the
Siuslaw, and will maintain A rack
gcroas the main Sluslaw river Jjust
above the mouth of the Lake creek
tork to stop and turn the salmon up
the Lake creek fork, If possible. This
work of the river ls about two-thirds
ihe size of the maln river, and appears
to be as much of an attraction for the
salmon and affords just as extensive
spawning grounds as does the maln
river and should afford us as good an
npportunity for our work. During the
year 1001 we malntalned a rack across
this tributary up above the mouth of
Deadwood creek, for the purpose of
determining if possible, what number
of salmon frequented thé stream for
spawning purposes, and kept an ac-
count of all the salmon that were let
through. The report recelved relative
thereto shows that they let through
the rack 484 chinook salmon and 1678
gllveraides. As a comparison I beg to
state that on the maln river lnst season
which was the best the river has ever
afforded, the number of salmon
spawned was 204 females and 312
males, & total of 516, all chinooks. It
possible we want to handle the sllver-
gides on that river as well as the
chinook, and 1 am looking for a situsn-
tlon whera we will be able to do so,
